Tue Fire Protection Association 
points out that unless precautions 
are taken to make schools fre- 
safe at the time they are planned 
and built, all fire escapes and 
other safety devices on the mar- 
ket can not prevent disastrous 
fires, fires which once started, 
eweep through the frame school 
building faster than the hundreds 
of pupils can fies. 

Fires can be planned against 
from the very start of consetruc- 
tion, the association maintains. 
Properly planned and built with 
firesafe construction materials, the 


new hazards found in larger and

Drama WORKED OUT 

“The details of the plan are now 
bel worked out as rapidly as 
possible and will be sent to the 
stockholders of the banks very 
shortly for their consideration.” 

The Crocker National Bank was 
organised in 1888 as a commercial 
bank and is one the strongest 
banking inetitutions from a con- 
servative standpoint in the nation. 
It ie headed by William H. Crocker 
and among ite directors are Tem- 
pleton Crocker, William H. Crock- 
er, William . Crocker, James J.

DIVORCE CLEARS 


FORMER MATES 


COVINGTON (Ky.) Oct. 9.— 


Complicated domestic affairs of 
Mrs. Ella May Fiechback, brought 
to light some time ago when Dr. 
Victor Fiechback of Cincinnati 
brought action against her for d 
vorce in the Hamilton county 
(Ohio) courts, have been straight- 
ened out. Judge Leslie T. Apple- 
gate, in the Kenton County Circuit 
Court here, granted Rufus Hunter, 
of this city, a divorce from Ella 
May Hunter on his petition which 
asserted they had not lived to- 
gether for more than five years. 
The case attracted considerable 
attention some time ago when 
Mra. Fischback, who formerly was 
Mre. Hunter, filed action in the 
Kenton Circuit Court seeking a 
munc pro tune order to enter a 
divorce said to have been granted 
to her in 1903 from Rufus Hunter. 
Mrs. Fischback, in her petition 
showed that she had filed suit 
against Rufus Hunter June 1. 
1903, and that proof had been 
heard in the case July 17, 1903. 
It also was asserted that she had 
been granted a judgment for di- 
vorce, but that the judgment had 
mot been entered, although she 
had been told by her attorney 
that the costs had been paid and 
the decree entered. 
he asserted that an order dis- 
missing the divorce proceedings 
for nonpayment of the court costs 
* been entered September 26. 

1904. By her petition, Mrs. Fisch- 
back sought to have the divorce 
entered as of 1903. Believing she 
had been legally divorced, the 
former Mrs. Hunter married Dr. 
Fischback and Hunter also re- 
married. 

When the case was heard be- 
fore Judge M. L. Harbison, the lat 
ter ruled that Mrs. Fischback 
legally had not been divorced, as 
the record led to show any de- 
cree had been entered. Judge 
Harbison expressed the belief that 
Mre. Fischback and Hunter had 
believed they were legally di- 
vorced when remarrying to dif- 
ferent parties. Hunter had filled 
suit for divorce as soon as pos- 
sible after his former wife had 
come into court to seek the nunc 
pro tunc order. And now, Mrs. 
Fischback and Hunter are at last 
legally divorced and their sub- 
sequent marriages are legal.

S GAS WARFARE HUMANE? 
Fully conscious of his own transcendent 
genius as a gas expert and ready to admit 


„that he knows more than any other man 


about the effects of that deadly chemical in 
modern warfare, Prot. W. K. Lewis, invent- 
or of Lewisite gas, of which the United 
States now enjoys a monopoly, has been 
writing articles in defense of this weapon, 
which he says is both humane and mercl- 
ful. In these statements he is supported 
by members of the chemical warfare service 
of this country who say that it ts idle to 
attempt to outlaw the use of gas on the 


net. These experts say that — 
casualties in a gas attack only two will re 
sult in death, while twenty-five or 
struck by shell fragments will be killed. 


the form of a gas bomb. All of which 
sounds well and might be readily accepted 
if nobody went behind the returns, as the 


men who do not die at once, but suffer from 
lingering and disabling {linesses.. They 
want to know ff it were not better for many 
to have been killed outright than to be go- 
ing about in the frightful state in which 
they find themselves. The advocates of 
war gas have overlooked this latter aspect 
of the case or, at least, they have had noth- 
ing to say about it. 

Tt is also held that the argument based 
on the mercifulness of gas made by the 
defenders of chemical warfare is refuted 
by their claim of its thorough effectiveness. 
It is said that an adequate air force, armed 
with cylinders of poisonous vapor, could 
slay all the people of New York in less than 
ten minutes. And, despite all scraps of pa- 
per in the form of treaties, who doubts that 
a desperate power would resort to such 
means of annihilation? The opponents of 
gas warfare point out the irrefutable truth 
that the instantaneous destruction of hun- 
dreds of thousands of noncombatant men, 
women and children hardly could be re 
garded as a humane and merciful achieve 
ment. 


Brig.Gen. Fries, chief of the chemical 
warfare service of the United States, says 
that gas in war has come to stay. Perhaps 
he is right and perhaps gas is more merci- 
ful than machine guns, but the question is 
such a vague one in the minds of a dubious 
public and the new system remains fraught 
with such awful possibilities that, until the 
matter has been fully debated, no positive 
conclusion can be reached as to the merits

If the divinely beauteous Helen, with “the 
face that launched a thousand ships and 
burned the topless towers of Ilium,” were 
alive today would she be spelling Paris 
with two “r’s” and thinking of Troy as + 
laundry? Did the fair Juliet use double 
negatives? Was Marguerite a moron? Did 
that “rare and radiant maiden whom the 
angels call Lenore” read with finger on 
line? Did Shakespeare err in making the 
learned Portia so fair to gaze upon? 

These questions naturally arise from a 
consideration of any statement that beauty 
carries an empty head. But is ignorance 
really an essential concomitant of female 
loveliness? Is a state of arrested mental 
development better than a year’s course 
of treatment at the best beauty shoppe in 
town? And incidentally was that archaic 
way of spelling shop, accidentally. revived 
by a queen of beauty culture, herself a shin- 
ing example of the truth of the dictum at- 
tributed to Mr. Nichols, if any truth is to 
be detected in it? 

One can find little warrant for such an 
utterance in looking about among one's 
lovely girl acquaintances. Or if one did 
one would prefer not to think so, and cer- 
tainly not to proclaim the discovery. And 
even at horse shows or in opera boxes or 
in large, lustrous limousines one rarely sees 
a lady of the order of Tennyson's Maud. 
“Faultily faultless, icily regular, splen- 
didly null.” 0 
But doubtless there are to be found un- 
gentle critics who readily and thoughtlessly 
will accept the original statement of the 
case against the proud, cold beauty and ac 
cord her the humiliating booby prize in any 
intellectual contest. For there probably ex- 
ist men who would not confess with Pope 
that beauty draws them with a single hair, 
despite the fact that all the professed wom- 
an-haters among our movie heroes invari- 
ably succumb to feminine charms before 
they are irised out of the picture. Doubt- 
less, too, there are those who would argue 
that evidences of mental culture bespeak 
an III-tavored face; whereas on looking 
about among our sweet girl graduates one 
finds the antithesis of this to be true, as a 
rule, and that some of those who possess 
the most brilliant minds also have the most 
bewitching eyes and the skin one loves to 
touch. It may be true that beauty is its 
own excuse for being, but {t is equally true 
that beauty is as beauty does, and it can- 
not successfully be held that the light of 
intelligence takes anything from natural

The 
chief weapon of a bad woman is 
her tongue. 

With a lie she can do more dead- 
ly work than the fellow in the 
Bible did with the jawbone of an 
ass. Untruth ts the fundamental 
strata of all evil in a bad woman's 
nature, and with it she is more to 
be dreaded than many men with 
revolvers. There is absolutely no 
protection from a lle. The courts 
cannot protect from its venom, and 
to kill a defamer and falsifier is 
not yet adjudged as 
slaughter. 

The women, God bless them! The 
more I think of them the more 
they should be blessed. What & 
dismal old world without the wom- 
en! If left to me they should have 
the sun and moon to wear, for they 
are freighted with a consignment 
that is very, very precious. ;

A machine that promises to do 
the work of six men was demon- 
strated yesterday for the fret time 
by its inventor, Carlos Dulche, a 


Mexican youth. 

For many years the bottling in- 
dustry has been seeking a machine 
for conveying filled bottles into 
packing cases. Dulche believes he 
has solved the problem. His in- 
vention, a mechan! cally simple one, 
takes the bottles as they leave the 
filling machine, arranges them on 
a trip platform and deposits them 
in the empty crate. It feeds tie 
empty crites into the machine and 
places he filled cases on a con- 
veyor that leads to refrigerating 
rooms. 

The filling of cases in all bot- 
tling plante now is done by hand, 
each filling machine requiring two 


men to pack tae boxes it turns P 


out. A public demonstration of 
Dulche’s invention will be given 
at the exhibition rooms of the 
Chamber of Commerce Monday. It 
then will be sent to Kansas City 
to be exhibited at the convention 
of bottling industries, which opens 
on the 19th inst.

TIME TABLE 
OF SANTA FE 


Beach Resort Station No 
Longer to be Designated as 
Elvira; Change Beneficial 


Passengers destined to La Jolla 
on the Santa Fe coast line will no 
longer be expected to remember to 
get off at Elvira, it was announced 
yesterday by W. K. Etter, general 
manager of the railroad. The 
railroad station has been changed 
to correspond with the name of 
the nearest city. 
F Elvira is eleven miles north of 
San Diego and three from the cen- 
ter of La Jolla, but, the announce- 
ment says, the intervening dt. 
tance is being bullt up and there 
is a new highway affording auto- 
mobile and bus connections with 
the railroad. The city of La Jolla 
had had no direct connection with 
a railroad, though it has excel- 
lent hotels and apartment-houses, 
streets well paved, and hundreds 
of fine residences.

The advantage of being listed 
on the Santa Fe system, the an- 
nouncement says, is expected to 
ald the prosperity of La Jolla con- 
siderably, as the name on rallway 
maps and folders will be placed 
before the public all over the 
world. The railroad connection 
places it on the Santa Fe main 
line so far as passenger, mail, ex- 
press and freight facilities are 
concerned, in the view of General 
Manager Etter.
